THE OUTBREAK AT 
THE MIXED COURT. 


L 
9th December. 

An incident occurred at the 
Mixed ‘Court yesterday morning: sv 
serious in its bearing on the fature 
status of this institution, that iv 
demands special notice. It appear~ 
that two men and three women 
were brought up before the British 
assessor, Mr, Twyman, and the 
magivtrate, Mr. Kuan, and assistant 
magistrate, Mr, King, on a charge o! 
kidnapping girls for an unlawful 
purpose, -fifteen. of their victims 
being in Court, The case was re- 
manded, and the British assessor 
ordered the munivipal police to take 
charge of the” prisoners, and ordered 
the girls to be sent pro tem. to the 
institution known as the Door of 
Hope, marking this on the charge 
sheet. The magistrate, however, 
wanted to send the girls to the cell~ 
at the Mixed Court, and told his 
runners to take them away from the 
police, A free fight between the 
police and runners was the result in 
which the police were victorious. 
The girls and prisoners were put 
into the Black Maria, on which the 
ruuners locked, the. gate of the Ovurt 
yord, The , police then asked the 
mogistrate to order ‘his runners to 
open the gate, the reply of the 
magistrate being that the police 
could break down the gatrs, break 
up ‘the whole Court, and kill him 
if they.chose. On being asked if he 
refused to order the gates to be 
opened, the magistrate left the 

jourt but the gates were shortly 
opened, wnd the prisoners and their 
vie ims were.disposed of in accor- 
dance with the. British assessor's 
directions, and: the Court. suspended 
its sitting. 

This incident, in causing which 
the magistrate was doubtless acting 
under -orders. from his superiors, is 

art of the endeavour being made 
yy the -higher authorities to assert 
that the ;Mixed Court is a 
Chinese: Court, which it. is. not 
and ‘to. abolish .the protection 
tion which the municipality is bound 
to give and does give to Chinese in 
the.Settlement, ‘This attitude of the 
higher authorities is part of the 
general obstructiveness and. anti-for- 
eign policy -of whch. there :have 
been so many indications since the 
suctess of: tie Jupanese and their 
ignorant feariof the returned stud- 
ents turned their heads. -The new 
patrivtism of those who have imbibed 
a smattering of Western knowled; 

may have-some good points, but; the 
phase its .sentiment of“ China for 
the Chinese” has . assumed, , since 
the Chinese -have persuaded them- 
selye,that what.Japan :has done: they 








‘ean do, and do it much better, make 
it extremely unpleasant for foreigners 
and dangerous to the Chinese them- 
selves, 

The crisis at the Mixed Court.has 
‘been developing by degrees for the 
past year, and the embarrass ng.at- 
titude of the Viceroy at Nanking 
and the Shanghai Tactai has 
assnmed many forms, As far back 
us June last, Dr. Knappe, the late 
Senior Consul, had occasion to write 
the Taotsi in a dispatch, that his 
manner of handling the question of 
female prisoners.at the Mixed Court 
showed, as he had shown in many 
other matters, a persi-tent spirit of 
obstruction to all progress dictated 
mm the interest of humanity. Is is 
qui'e unnecessary to dwell on the 
difference it makes to these poor 
kidnapped girls whe, when they once 
vome within Settlement limits, are 
under foreign protection, whether 
they are sent to the Mixed Cours 
cells under the care of Chinese war- 
ders, or to the gentle ministratious 
of the Door of Hope. 

'Vhe question is now assuming a 
wider phase ; it practical'y amounts to 
the question whether the Settlement 
shall be administered as a Chinese 
centre under Chinese authority, or 
whether it shall continue to be 
a Setilement for the F-reign Com 
munity of Shanghai, No one bene- 
fis more by the maintenance 
of the latter ‘on than do the 
law-abiding Ci in the Szttle-. 
ment, us the enormous number of 
those now living under our protec- 
tion shows; and all intelligent and 
progressive Chinese must f-el that 
the action taken by the Consular 
Bady aud the Municipal Council for 
the better protection of life. and 
property, and the better treas- 
ment of native prisoners, is fully 
deserving of their sympathy and 
support, So fully do they recognise 
the fairness and thoroughness of the 
prot ction extended to them by the 
Municip«l Council, that they have 
never moved to have such a change 
in the Land Regulations made as 
would admit of one or more Chinese 
being admitted to the Council as 
member, though “moré than once 
some self-constituted champion has 
done it for them, but, of course, in 
vain, The police in the present 
case, it must be remembered, wese 
acting under the instruction of the 
British asses-or, who will, of course, 
be upheld by his Cousul-Generai 
and the Consular Body, who are all 
deeply interested in the maintenance 
of the independence and integrity of 
the Interna'ional Settlement. The 
wxv2 of exaltation that has come 
over the Chinese since Japan so easily 
defeated the big Power which has 
fascinated China for years, as the 
pytbon does the rabbit, must be 
check d before it becomes dangerous 
ns it may easily-become if we wait 
for the ebb to come, as.no doubt it 














will do. Meanwhile, our remons- 
trances have.to be addressed to the 
Taotai and to his superior, the 
Viceroy; the Mixed Court magis- 
trates are merely instruments, whose 
position obliges them to carry out 
strictly the orders they receive.from 
above. But Mr. King, if the reports 
are true, should show better, results 
of his three yéars’-course at King’s 
College, London.

{ In appears that there was no 
question on Friday about the des- 
tination of the girls whom the female 
prisoners were charged with kid- 
Inxpping, Mr, Kuan, the magistrate, 
having agreed with the British 
assessor that they should be sent: to 
the Door of Hope. ‘The trouble 
arose over the two women charged 
with kidanpping, who were remand- 
ed in the usu! way for the production 
of further evidence, The Consular 
| Body's instructions to the ‘foreign 
assessors are that female prisoners 
nre to be sent to the Municipal gaol 
and not the Mixed Cuurt cells, which 
are utterly unfit:for the reception of 
any women. It is alleged that they 
have recentl. been made more decent, 
but that fact, if true, has -nob 
been notified in any way to the 
Consular ‘Body. Mr. Twyman was 
acting entirely in, accordance with 
his instructions, and Mr. Kuan's cal- 
culated opposition was a part of the 
design formed by the » Chinese 
authorities to assert: their authority 
in the Settlement, and: to give way 
on this point would be to wive away 
our rights in Settlement limits. « 

Our Cuantones:  fellow-residents 
have, we are informed, a separate 
ground of complaint; one of the pri- 
soners in question is alleged to-be 
the widow of an official in Sze- 
chuen, being herself 2 Cantonese, 
und the girls alleged to be-kidnapped 
are stated to be slave girls such'as 
every official hxs -in his :house- 
hold, openly bought from their 
parents or guardians, ‘It is stated 
Uhut the prisonor has'in her baggage 
proper papers justifying the presence’ 
of the children with her, and-:that 
the police did not give her time to 
product these papers; but it-was« 
precisely. fur this pirpose’ that she 
was remanded. Much’ was made -at 
the meeting of the Cantonese of the 
insult: to which a lady~of rank«was 
subjected ;-but it will be noted’ that 
the Chinese magistrate himself -pro- 
posed to remand her to-the 'Mixed 
Court-cells. ‘If there was no foun- 
dation for the charge ‘of kidnapping, 
the lady's innocence would “have 
been ascertained when the case was 
heard agai. on Saturday. 

There is, however, every reason to 
believe that the dispute on Friday 
was a premeditated incident“in' the 
plan to attack foreign: rights inthe 
Settlement, and ib is necessary’ that 
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a firm stand should be made for these 
rights. It is to be regretted even 
more by the Chinese than by their 
foreign friends that the youth and 
hot-headedness of the Brothers King 
should have led them to forget them- 
selves as they did on Friday. As for 
Mr. Kuan, he was doubtless acting 
under the orders of his superiors, 
and we are glad to know that o 
strong remonstrance has already 
been addressed to the Taotni,

‘Tue letters which the Municipal 
Council publishes this morning and 
which will be found in another 
column show the position taken by 
the then Senior Consul and the 
Taotai in reference to the detention 
of Chinese female prisoners, The 
Consular Body having come to the 
conclusion that the Mixed Court 
cells were entirely unfit for women 
decided, when a proper women’s 
ward was built by the Council, that 
Chinese female prisoners should be 
sent there; but the ‘laotai seems to 
have continued his opposition to this 
course, in ordering which the Con- 
sular Body were actuated by motives 
of humanity, and his opposition 
culminated in the fracas which 
occurred at the Mixed Court on 
Friday, We published yesterday 
the Chinese view of the occurrence, 
and note that a very similar state- 
ment appeared in yesterday's “Nan- 
fungpao.” We publish to-day a letter 
signed “Foreign Resident” depre- 
cating the course pursued by the 
police, and commending Taotni 
Yuan's speech, which really means: 
“T regret that 1 have uot been more 
obstructive in the past, but I will 
mend my ways.” We also publish 
this morning another letter from 
a Chinese correspondent, signed 
“Pair Play,” who says that he was 
an eye-witness of the fracas, We 
need hardly say that we have no 
sympathy with “Foreign Resident.” 
He begs the question entirely in 
saying that the servants of the 
Council assaulted the Mixed Court, 
the fracas in fact having been begun 
by one of the runners, and his state- 
ment that the treaty rights of 
Chinese in Shanghai have by that 
assault been disgracefully and brutal- 
ly trampled upon is a palpable 
exaggeration, even if he were correct 
in ts statement of fact. “Fair 
Play” takes an almost equally exag- 
gerated view when he writes that 
“we do not want that under the 
pretence of protection the Police can 
enter our houses, wrongly arrest our 
women, our sisters and daughters, 
and detain them in their custody.” 
Charges of this kind against the 
police, against whom Chinese women, 
and men also, have.their remedy if| 
they are wrongly arrested, are 
entirely beside the present matter, 
and it would almost seem as if they 


were introduced to confuse. and 
obscure the real question. What 
that is, is sufficiently explained in the 
correspondence published by the 
Chamber of Commerce. Seeing the 
intention of the magistrate and the 
assistant magistrate to oppose the 
assessor's order ai all costs, we are 
‘not at all inclined to believe without 
better evidence that the police used 
unnecessury force. The fact is that 
things wonld go much more smoothly 
if the international Mixed Court 
were organised on the same lines as 
the French Mixed Court. It is the 
consideration shown to the magis- 
trates on this side that enables them 
to provoke such incidents as that of| 
Friday. 

We believe it will be found when 
the passions of the moment cool 
down among the Chinese that a great 
factor in arousing them has been the 
dread the Chinese have of the Sikh 
police and the Sikh gaolers. It would, 
we believe, be useful if a joint 
enquiry were held into this question, 
an ins were taken to prove to 
the Chinese that no unnecessary 
harshness is practised _ towerds 
prisoners in the municipal gaol. 
We believe that there are no com- 
plaints of the foreign warders; but 
there are complaints, which may be 
entirely unfounded, of the Indian 
warders, and it would be well to 
reassute the Chinese on this point. 
Toa large number of Chinese the 
strict discipline and personal clean- 
liness enforced in the taunicipal gaol 
are more irksome that what seem 
to us the horrors of Chinese prisons. 


‘These points, however, do not 
affect the main point which is that 
this opposition at the Mixed Court, 
which 1s understood to come from 
the Taotai and the Viceroy—and 
chis undexstanding is confirmed by the 
‘Yaotai’s speech quoted by “ Foreign 
Resident,” —is part of a long-matured 
design to curtail the rights assumed 
by foreigners within Settlement 
limits. In this design the high 
officials are supported by -“ Young 
China,” but on very different grounds, 
asis explained by our Soochow corre- 
spondent, “A Citizen of the U.S.A.” 
Writing from the capital of the pro- 
vince, he tells us that the object of 
“Young China” is to embroil the 
Chinese Government with Foreign 
Powers, in the hope that in another 
Boxer uprising the Manchu dynasty 
will find its grave, and the Chinese 
will realise their republican aspira- 
tions, Whether our correspondent 
overstates the case or not we are 
not prepared to say; but his letter 
emphasises the warning given to the 
Government when the boycott agita- 
tion became serious; that the Go- 
vernment would do well to use all 
its power to crush ‘the boycott, 





as its certain tendency was 
to become anti-dynastio and anti- 
foreign. By its half-hearted con- 
demnation of the boycott in the 


south, the Chinese Government is 
underminting its own foundation, 
though it dues not seem to have the 
ability to grasp this fact. Indications 
of th? growth of anti-foreign feeling 
come in from many sides, and this 
feeling seems to be regarded with 
indifference by the G-vernment; it 
would be weil for the Government to 
assure itself, if it can, that this feel- 
ing is not anti-dynastic as well. 

It will have been noticed that 
under the circumstances our authori- 
ties have thought it wise to detain 
M.S. Bonaventure for the present, 
although her relief, the Astrea, has 
arrived; and the decision is un- 
doubtedly a wise one, and the foreign 
public will feel great satisfaction if 
both these fine cruisers remain off 
the Bund for the present... With aa 
uncontrolled native Press, and 
Leagues of Patriots of the noisy kind 
holding monster meetings at tea- 
gardens and elsewhere, no-one can 
say that precautions are superfluous, 
That the present excitement in 
Shanghai will die away very soon, 
we are sure, aud the normal relations 
between Chinese and foreigners in 
Shanghai be resumed; but per- 
manent security demands constant 
vigilance. 





NORW EGIAN 
SHIPPING IN THE 
FAR EAST. 


18th December. 

Tae large share that Norwegian 
steamers have secured to themselves 
in the coasting trade in the Far East 
is hardly realised generally, but it is 
prominently brought to our notice in 
the pamphlet with the above title 
compiled by Mr, Bjarne Aagaard, of 
Hongkong. From his tables ‘we 
learn that there were 35 Norwegian 
steamers, of from 617 to 1,999 tons 
net, trading in the East before the 
outbreak of the war, while 69 
steamers, of from 296 to 2,826 tons 
net, arrived during the war, making 
104 altogether, all of which are 
still trading out here. Twenty-one 
Norwegian steamers were sold to 
Jnpan during and after the war, and 
several others were sold to American, 
Chinese, and German firms. The 
steamers at present coasting here 
belong to no less than 48 separate 
owners, their business being looked 
after by eight Norwegian firms, 
three in Shanghai, two in Kobe, one 
in Hongkong, one in Sourabaya, 
and one in Yokohama, “Previously 
practically all Norwegian busitiess 
in the East was handled by German 
firms, whereas at present the bulk of 
the trade is done by our nationals,” 
says Mr, Aagaard. 

More interesting generally thin 
the tables of steamers and charters, 
rates of freight, ete. are the jremarks 
in this Report, headed “ Retrospect.” 





‘Mr. Aagaard begins by pointing out 
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how prosperous the trade ont here 
was during the war, so many Japan- 
ese coasters being employed as 
transports, But now that the war| 
it over, it is to be expected that 
the Japanese will be strong compe- 
titors. “The Japanese huve shown 
themselves to be admirable calcual- 
tors, indefatigable and intelligent 
workers in the art of war, and their 
mercantile abilities are, if anything, 
superior to their martial qualities 
Now that the war has been brought 
to a successful issue, they will, with 
all that energy which has astounded 
the world, go in for peaceful ac- 
quirements, and their steamers, 80 
long bound as transports, will 
one by one, dozen by dozen, be 
released and be thrown “into the 
market... A friendly competition, 
hard as it at times may become, will, 
however, not result in any of the 
contestants losing heart; but will 
rather tend to increase the feeling of 
comradeship.” In noting the com- 
petition of Germany, Mr. Aagaard 
utters a warning to British ship- 
owners. He says: “The Norwegian 
tonnage was especially hampered in 
the Bangkok trade, where the North- 
German Lloyd has assumed a control 
which practically constitutes a mono- 
poly. How long this is going to last 
we cannot say, but in the immediate 
future no hopes of an increase of| 
trade may be expected in this direc- 
tion, 8o that the efforts will have to 
be concentrated upon eile as 
much as possible of what we bave 
until an efficient arrangement can be 
made to protect our interests in Siam 
and the Scraits Settlements, The way 
in which the German companies have 
been able to expand their Eustern 
trade commands entire admiration, 
and it is to be hyped that Norweginn 
owners will take the lesson set by 
their-German competitors to heart, 
and adopt a closer combination with 
each other coupled with a heartier 
support of those who bave been 
iced out here to attend to their 
interests, By acquiring new and 
expanding their old regular lines, the 
Japanese and Germans have got a foot- 
hold in the Eust from which they will 
not be ‘ousted, and which it may b+ 
assumed will Jead to their ultimutely 
becoming more and more dangervus 
competitors not only to Norwegian 
owners but also to che B irish, who 
hold the record as the largest shippers, 
traders, aud carriers to the Far East. 
and on the coasts out here.” 

The vast sums of money spent in 
the Far East by the recent combat- 
ants have had as we all know to our 
cost, the effect of raising the prices, 
of all commodities, and thishas been 
felt on the sex as well as on land. 
Mr. Aagaard writes: “As enormous 
increase of prices for all commodities 
required not only by those living 
permanently in the East, but in no 
small degree necessary to the working 
Of the steamers out here, must; we 


regret to say, be recorded. ‘This has 
especially been the case in Japan 
and Hongkong, thedirect cause being 
the war and the abnormal activity 
occasioned by the same. An active 
agitation has now set in to coun- 
teract the continual _ increase. 
Whether this attempt will prove 
abortive or not, the future will 
tell, bub in the meantime we 
are in the midst of an upheaval 
with no certam prospects of a de- 
cline.” Mr. Angaard next mentions 
that his firm have succeeded in 
obtaining special terms for Norwegian 
steamers in their hands from ‘the 
only Dock Company in Hongkong, 
and notes with much approval “the 
mutual sulvage arrangement at pre- 
sent existing between the largest 
steamship owners in China, Messrs. 
Butterfield and Swire, Jardine, 
Matheson & Co, and the China 
Merchants’ S. N. Co., by which vast 
sums are saved by the companies in 
question.” Some of his remarks on 
the Coal question are quite worth 
reproducing. He says: The pric» of 
bunkers has constantly risen owing 
to the lnck of coal from Japan result- 
ing from want of miners and rail- 
way trucks, and owing to the in- 
creased consumption during the 
war... The coal question has 
become of vaster importance than 
ever to the large fleet of vessels at. 
present trading in the East, and as 
prices for Jupan coal are as ‘high as 
$12 at present, we may look forward 
to an increased import of Bengal 
coal, whic’ it is hoped can be brought 
‘on the market here at about $2 less 
per ton, or of Australian coal, of| 
which Intter large shipments have 
arrived , . . Attempts are also being 
made to place Borneo coal on the 
market: however, the great difficulty 
of getting miners to work the 
fields owii to the climate and 
to hygienic impediments may prove 
too ‘great at present.” He is 
very indignant at the unfairness to 
the shipowners of the charter- 
parties at present current, as to which 
he eays: “By mutual concessions, a 
rexsonable charter form satisfactory 
to both parties could easily be ar- 
ranged. However, as long as owners 
do not take the initiative, and as long’ 
as agents and brokers in their 
attempts to do business 2 tout prix 
support the clxims of the charterers, 
we shall have to be content with the 
chaos at present reigning.” 

Further subjects dealt with in the 
Reportare the captures of, and casual- 








tirs to, Norwegian steamers during 
the war, but space fails us. In hisre- 
marks on the future, Mr. Angaard 
takes on the whole a hopeful view, 
believing that if some doors may be 
shut now that the war is over, others 
will open. “Any way,” he says, 
“even if we are to experience a tem- 
porary depression of serious cbar- 
neter, the Eastern trades taken in 





their entirety are hound to flourish 


and increase as a direct consequence 
of the practically unlimited dormant 
possibilities of China and Japan, and 
owing to the interest which the war 
has kindled in exporting, importing 
and mercantile circles in the United 
States and Europe, There can be’ 
no doubt, that Asia is the land of the 
future, and the advent of the mam-" 
moth steamers now trading between 
the West Coast of America, Japan, 
and China has brought us yet nenrer 
toa renlisation of the Pacific as the 
Mediterranean of the modern people: 











HARMONY BETWEEN 
CHINESE MANDARINS 


AND MERCHANTS. 


Ith December. 
Ar the seventh lecture on friendly 
relations, delivered at the Inter- 
national Institute last Saturday 
afternoon, Mr. Chu Puo-san was 
expected to preside, but being Vice- 
Chairmin of the Chinese Chamber 
of Commerce, he had to be present at 
& special meeting of that body to 
consider the Mixed Court fiacas, In 
his place Mr. Wu Shao-ching, com- 
vradore of Arnhold, Karberg © & 
C»,, and a member ofthe Institute 
Commitree, took the chair, and, as 
one of the merchants of Shanghai, 
said he was interested in hearing 
discussed the subject of friendly rela- 
tions between’ the ‘merchant class 
and the officials: 

Dr. Gi.bert’ Reid, speaking in 
mandarin, expressed his Inck of 
fitness to discuss the subject which 
related exclusively to the Chinese, 
but he hoped what he said would.

As to the mandarin -cliss one 
period differed from another, In 
the teachings of Contucius, who for » 
while was ‘an official, the people 
would be submis-ive when upright- 
officials were advanced and corrupt 
officials. removed, and would be ur- 
submissive when the opposite hap- 
pened, If this rule had always been 
observed, merchants or any other’ 
class would never find reason: for 
complaint. Later on in. China’s 
history, scholarship according: to 
prescribed rule became the basis or: 
criterion. of: Chinese <officialdom. 
Ambition in literary examinations 
was satisfied hy opportunities to 
become civil mandarins. Tlence of 
the four divisions into which the 
Chinese have been - divided—the 
scholar, the farmer, the labourer, the 
merchant,—it was the first that gain- 
ed admission into official life. Learn- 
ing was respected frum a utilitarian 
point of view. Essay writing became 
the criterion of official success, as

ness withont’ annoyance or oppres- 
sion, ‘Already the new Ministry 
of Commerce has formulated regu-

If these are carried out,merchants can 
form large compariies to undertake 
great enterprises, ns opening mines 
and building raitways, Is will not 
then be necessary to havea mandarin 
management; only government pro- 
tection.

A Disastrous Fire 

ocenrred on Wednesday night just within 
the city walls. Tung Mong Ka, or East 
Gato Street, is the principal street in the 
city; and some of the biggest and most 

stantially built shops in Ningpo aro 
ituated in this important and busy 
thoroughfare. Last year, a big fire des- 
troyed all the shops between the second 
aud third fre-walls; and now ops 
and hou wwated between the first and 
second fire-walls have been burnt out. 

The fire commenced soon after 9 
pm. in a har-shop, and quickly 
spread from shop to shop; raging 
with fierce fury for over three hours, 
The native fire brigades were impotent 
in their endeavours to check tho flames, 

The city canals were practically dry, 
owing to the long autumn drought ; water 
had to be carried from the river to feod 
the hand-pumped engines, with tho rosnlt 
that the fire-brigade’s offorts seomod to 
be of the most j character. 
ll, between one and two hundred 
re burnt out including four 

ops, pieeo-goods shops, 

‘and fur and silk shops. 

‘Tho total damage must be enormous,

‘The origin of the fire is not yot known. 

It is only three weeks ago a big fire

Poplar and Yarrows. 

‘The cause of the reaction against the 
Labour Party in West Ham is illustrated 
in an event which hus just caused grave 
concern in the neighbouring Metrspolitan 
Borongh of Poplar. Messrs. Yarrow, the 
great ship-builders, have aunounced their 
intention of migrating to the north or 
north-vast of England, According’ to 
their own accsunt they have not yet 
actually selected a site, and some hopes 
are entertained in Poplar that they may 
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tetonsider a decision which will throw 
perhaps a couple of thousand men out of 
employment—even if they take a good 
many with them—aud indirectly affect 
the earnings of hundreds of others. But 
they declare that the only alternative is 
bankruptcy. Poplar’s rates amount to 
something over twelve skjllings in the 
pound, and owing. to the rating of 
machinery the burden falls very heavily 
on a‘irm like Yarrow’s. Thus they found 
themselves heavily handicapped in com- 
Peting with the shipbuilders of Scotland 
and the North of England. But the 
rates, though the principal, are not the 
sole reason for the move. The northern 
workmen,.so Messrs. Yarrow declare, are 
more: zealous and less pleasurc-loving 
than the Londoners. Therefore it is to 
be presumed that they will not take a 
large proportion. of their London work- 
men.to their new home. Undoubtedly, ; 
however, the principal lesson of the in 
cident is the danger of municipal 
extravagance. 
The “ Boudoir” Tragedy. 

On Monday the evening papers had 
w sensation which drove even the Russian 
Revolution’ out of their contents bills. 
‘On Sunday a young German, who called 
himself the Baron Rau von und au 
Holzhausen, was found dying from a 
shot wound in the boudoir of Miss Gertio 
Millar, the popular musical-comedy 
actress and wife of Mr. Lionel Monckton,

‘Tho Parliamentary session which oper 
noxt week, does not appear likely to be 
vory interesting, so far as the Chumber of 
Deputies is concerned, There is a long 
list of interpollations, which have ac- 
cumulated ducing the recess, in virtue 
of the regulation whereby a Deputy may 
give written notice at any timo of his 
intention to interrogate a Minit 
‘Tho list includes a great many small 
questions, such as the existence of public 
gambling at seaside resorts and the di 
missal of an official whose matrimonial 
troubles became too notori ‘The 
Budget has to be voted, aud any tine 
left over is to be given toa scheme for 
ng old age pensions for work. 
There is also the possibility of 
te making amendments, which 

7e to come before the Chamber 
for confirmation, in. the Bill for the 
separation of Church and State. ‘This 
measure provides by far the most im- 
portant piece of work to be accomplished 
during the session. Tho debate in the 
Senate is-expected to begin about the 10th 
of November.. That-the Bill will be voted. 
by a large majority of the Upper House'i 
certain. The only doubtful question is 
whether any modifications of minor points 
will be adopted, thereby necessitating a 
reference of the new text to the Chamber 
‘at the last moment, and preventing an 
agreement between the legislative bodies 
before the end of the year in which case 
the Act could not come into operati 
before 1907, even supposing Parliament 
managed to vote in the early spring, 
before the powers of the present Cham- 
ber expire. The opponents of tlie new 
law, however, admit that its shipwreck 
is but a forlorn hope. The Senate as 
a body is even more anti-clerical than 
the Chamber dis most sure to 
endorse the recommendation of its re- 
porter, M. Muxime Lecomte, namely, 
that the Bill as adopted in the Ch 
shall be passed. by the Senate and beeome 
Jaw before the end of the year. M. 
Lecomte’s report is s formidable come 
























































pilation, extending over 240 printed 
pages. It covers the ground very 
thoronghly indeed. It opens with an 
elaborate essay on. the principles govern- 
ing the relations between Church and 
State, goes on to survey those relations 
in the history of France, and.analy. 
foreign legislation on the question, Quite 
at the end of Ins report M..Lecumte 
comes to the Bill itself. He discusses 
the articles one by one, mentions the 
principal amendments, and: uniformly 
rejects them all. He does not suggest 
that the machinery constructed by the 
Chamber is porfect, but he maiutaius that 
such as it is, it should bé sot to work,with- 
ont delay, so as to satisfy the wishes 
of the country as represented by the 
Chamber of Deputies, In course of time, 
when the machinery has been tested by 
regular use, it can be overhauled and 
adjusted. He admits that some of the 
alterations now proposed are recommend- 
able, for various reasous, but, rather than 
put these minor improvements into the 
engine, he prefers to turn on the steam 
forthwith. The mexsure, he says, as 
passed by a large majority of the Cham. 
ber, ensures freedom. of conscience ‘and 
the independence of the State under 
reusonable conditions, aud this is all that 
can be expected for the present,

ASSAULTING THE 
MIXED COURT. 


‘Lo the Editor of the 
“Nonra-Oniwa Dawwy Neve. 
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tion? “It hns been stated. at the recent 
meoting of the Chinese Chamber of Com- 
merce and referred to in the leading 
article of the “ Nenfangpao” for Decem- 
der 11th, in English. 

There is no doubt thet all Chinese 
opinion, officis] and mercantile, considers 
thst tho treaty rights of Chinese 
in Shanghai have not been main- 
tained or ailvanced by this assault 
by the servants of the Council on the 
Mixed Court, but on the contrary have 
been disgracefully and brutally tram- 
pled down. The Council’s advocates 
claim that they are protecting the 
rights of Chineso residents. But this 
elaim is quite ridiculous in the 
presence of the fact that all the great 
Builds, as well as the officials, are pro- 
paring to tuke such united action as will 
bring ‘this community, which lives by 
‘commerce, to realise the danger of over- 
riding the rights of the Chinese, no mat- 
tor under what pretext. Even if force 
used to coerce the Chinese Authori- 
ties locally, one cannot tell whether 
this matter will end .here or in the 
interior, The Chineso aro coming to the 
poiut of standing up for their rights ns 
they understand them, even if it gives 
us foreigners a shock. 

‘The speech mado by Taotai Yuan on 
Saturday, when the heads of the Chinese 
organisations of capital called’ upon him, 
is indicative of the new era. Ho said: 

“T must apologise to you all for not 
having mavaged foreign affairs in the past 
with sufficient firmnoss, thus resulting in 
the disgraceful trampling upon our rights, 
a8 wos witnessed at the Mixed Court two 
days ago. Bo assured that in this in- 
stance I will exert my utmost to erase 
the shame inflicted on the Chinese Go- 
vernment aud the people. by the action 
of tho British assessor and the municipal 
police. I am willing to give up my post 
in the fight for justice aud fair play.

“T thank you for calling upon me, and 
I caimot praise you enough for your 
exhibition of public ‘spirit and of loyalty 
to country.”

Sin,—Undor the bolief that my being a 
Chinese subject does not prevent me from 
applying to the impartiality of the foreign 
Press in order to have the unfortunate 
trouble at the Mixed Court properly ex- 
plained, I write to you asking you to be 
kind enough as to cause this present tobe 
published in your next issue, 

It is useless’ for me to refer to the 
origin of the trouble; as same is well 
known; the only thing I have to say 
about it is, that the conduct of some of the 
police officers has been the direct cause 
of © strong resentment in our Mixed 
Court''magistrates. To quote one in- 
stance’ which is quite recent; I refor to 
‘what happened at the end of an afternoon 
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sittiug at the Mixed’ Court on the 4th 
inst., when peaceful discussion aroso 
between magistrate King and assossor 
Bristow as to where a woman ordered to 
be expelled had to be teniporarily kept, 
and Inspector Matheson having directed 
s§policoman to remove the woman, Mr, 
King ordered that the woman be not 
removed until he and the assessor had 
consulted with magistrate Kuan aud 
come to an understanding. 

Certainly the assistant magistrate bad 
the right to consult with the assessor 
and with the magistrate Kuan, and in 
fact both the assessor and the assistant 
magistrate were coming down from the 
bench to go to Mr. Kuan’s room when 
Inspector Matheson contrary, at least, 
to all principles of politeness, and with- 
out the slightest respect to the Court, 
shauted aloud with his harsh voice, 
“take her away, take her away,” and the 
assistant magistrate with praiseworthy 
energy had to come down from the bench 
and hold the woman, who was at that 
time being dragged out by a policeman, 
and say that he would not allow. the 
woman te be taken away without having 
consulted with the magistrate Kuan first. 
Eventually, afterwards, an understanding 
having been arrived at, the woman was 
removed, 

From the above I have not the slightest. 
oubt that everybody will soo in tho 
unnecessary rude and disrespectful action 
of Inspector Matheson one of the small 
sparks which bas caused the fire which 
will hay rious consequences. 























trouble, during which I was also in 
Court, I havo to state that the facts as 
reported in the foreign Press are not cor- 
rect; before reaching the various offices 
‘thoy have beon magnified and distorted, 
and in fact it is not true that the magis- 
trate had ordered the kidnapped girls to 
be detained in Court, and that he has 
directed the runners to attack the police 
and that a runner did strike Inspector 
Gibson. I havo witnessed the occurrence, 
as I stated, and I can confidently declare 
that all that is absolutely untrue. ‘The 
only thing which the magistrate wanted 
was that the fomale defendants in the case 
be left to the Court and that is according 
to the feeling of the Chinese people who 
aro not willing to see their women, how- 
ever guilty thoy may be, bo kept in 
foreigners’ custody. It has been stated 
in the foreign Pross that by this special 
Police regulation the Chinese would be 
benefited. I am sorry to say that we 
Chinese do not concur with your views 
in the matter, and in this special case I 
may also add that the whole Chinese 
people will bo s unit in sympathising 
with the energetic action of our good 
Mixed Court inagistrates. 

It is true that in. consideration of the 
great amount of taxes paid by us Chineso 
in the community, the foreign Muni- 
cipslity gives us a certain protection, but 
wo do not want that, under the pretence 
of protection, the police can enter our 
houses, wrongly arrest our women, our 
sisters and daughters, and detain them 
in their custody; it’ is a question of 
ptinciple for us, and we, as far as in us 
lies, will never allow it, never. 

The Mixed Court for us, and for people 
who abide by the Treaties, is a Chinese 
Court in which the assessor is allowed to 
sit to protect foreign interests; we respect 
the assessors, but we also want that our 
magistrates be. respected, and we will 
always be unit with them to soo that 
they be properly respected, and trust 
that the Consular Body will “interfere in 














the matter in order to bring ‘the police 
back to the proper boundaries of their 
jurisdiction.

Wo are to have a great 
gathering to-day in ono of the Jargost 
theatres here to discuss the Aim 
This meeting has be lod together 
largely through the efforts of Mr. Li, the 
Professor of English in a school opened 
by the Chinese Government. It is 
certainly strango that 80 many people 
should follow such a man. He is lost in 
few minutes ina simple English 
conversation, yet he is fit to be employed 
asa teacher of English in a very pro- 
minent institution. Such a person cannot 
do much harm with the amount of 
English he has in store, but he can do 
harm for the lack of it. 

Tt seems to be the idea of a great 
Chinese reformers and patriots that the 
only way in which they will be able to 
overthrow the present dynasty would 
be to have another anti-foreign dis- 
turbance such as they‘had in 1900. It is 
their belief that in the confusion that 
would ensue they would be able to 
dethrone the Emperor and set up a 
Republic, They believe that Foreign 
Governments would not allow Kuang Hait 
to remain as Emperor for allowing 
another Boxer uprising in the Empire. It 
is also a current belicf that England 
would help the Manchus, but that the 
United States with the help of Germany 
and France would stand by the ‘Chinese, 
‘They believe firmly-that foreign “nations 
would never agree to destroy” the in- 
rity of Chins, as that would caisss inte 
ional wars. In creating snother great 
anti-foreign uprising it would be clear to 
the Foreign Powers that the present 
authorities are incapable of managing the 
affairs of their country and it would be 
dangerous to allow them to’retain their 
power. 

It would be well for all missionaries in 
the interior to keep on their guard: We 
should be oareful in our dealings with the 
Chinese. The scene enacted yesterday 
in the Mixed Court will have a: much 
greater influence in the interior than in 
the international Settlements. I believe 
that all anti-foreign feeling his the hearty 
sympathy. of those ‘who are in official 
Position.

ITALIAN ART.

Donatello wis the firs. great sculptor 
of the Renaissance, He introduced the 
practice of foreshortening:; that is, alapt- 
ing fignres to the pos 
occupy. Ho wasn 
of nature, and a perdistent worker.

hand of that pure and sweet Desiderio. 
natello's studio is still pointed out to 
visitors to Florence. A full-length statno 
of him stands among the illustrious of his 
native city, just below the Uiizi gallery.

Andrea 
Vorocchio, son of a baker, was a pupil of 
Donatello, and the most distinguished of 
his folloy Althiugh he tus done 
some excoodingly fine work, he will always 
be more famous for having beon the 
master of Leonardo arid Porngino than 
for anything he ever did himself, His 
colossal statue of Colleoni, the grand old

‘The laws of heredity cannot 
always hold good, for Filippino was as 
correct in his life, as his father had been 
the reverse. He seems to have inherited 
his mother’s virtues, and none of his 
father’s vices. He. was brought up and 
instructed by Botticelli, and was so 
gentlemanly and amiable that his society 
was much sought after. His death was 
celebrated with great magnificence. . His 
work is characterised with much sweet- 
ness, and his colouring is warmer than 
that of his predecessors. His frescoes in 
Sauta Marin Novella are thought by 
some to suffer from being so near those of 
Ghirlandaio, but I, for one, enjoyed his 
more. Perhaps I had. been unduly. pre- 
judiced against Ghirlandaio by Ruskin’s 
scathing criticisms. His other great 
frescoes are in the Brancacci Chapel, too 
near Masaccio’s to appear to the best 
advantage.

‘The- unsympathetic survey which has 
been made of the concrete results ac- 
tually obtained by the Japanese re- 
formers has been necessary in order to 
accentuate light and shade ; but even thie 
survey, hostile as it may appear at first 
sight, by no means conveys an adequate 
idea of the oxtraordinary change of 
opinion which has taken’ place in’ the 
country’ amongst those classes of Euro- 
peans and natives who are xt heart 
favourable to Japan and whose views. 
srgely correspond with the ‘views onun- 
ciated in the new Anglo-Japanose alliance 
instrument. It is generally believed that 
there is not a single person of European 
or American nationality in the whol of 
Corea—and I speak mainly of people 
who are true friends of Japan—who 
does not privately think that the Japan- 
ese have wasted magnificent opportuni- 
ties, have adopted entirely wrong prin- 
ciples, and that something must be quick- 
ly done to recover lost ground. ‘They 
see in the termination of the McLeavy 
Brown Customs Administration and the 
approaching substitution of a purely 
Japanese service a desire not for actual 
reform but for absorption It is of

Ryongsan is a hnge stretch of land 
lying beyond the South Gate of Seoul and 
running straight down to the important 
Han river, The area involved is so large 
that I should not eare to specify the 
exact number of square miles stakeil out, 
but it isa matter of dozens of miles. 
Some of this land was bonght and paid for 
some time ago by the Japanese military 
authorities and has been ocenpied by 
them for a year and more. The remain- 

which is now under dispute, has not 
n bonght, butis in process of being ac 
quired in an arbitrary way which will give 
the bond fide owners next to nothing owing 
to the'cnrious procedure adopted. The 
excuse advanced by the authorities that 
the possession of the land is a military 
necessity—is laughed at by everyone in 
Seoul; but this is mainly because the 
denizens of the Corean capital have not 
yet understood that Japan is already 
preparing for the possibility of a war of 
révanche at some distant date, and that 
Ryongsan will eventually be a species of 
armed camp and an immense railway 
junction combined. And it must be said. 
‘that the site has been well-chosen. For 
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the river Han sweops up alongside of this. 
district; the Seoul-Fusan railway’s main 
terminus is but a stone's throw away ; 
the Chomulpo railway runs up from the: 
treaty-port and the all-important sea 
joining the Fusan railway not far from. 
here; the Northern Corean railway, tho 
Seoul-Wiju line, starts also from here 
whilst finally the Seoul-Gensan railway, 
now under construction, will have its. 
terminns on a portion of this vast reser- 
vation. 

Thus four railways, all of which must 
have great strategical importance so long 
as Japan remains a purely island enpice, 
meet in the neighbourhood of Ryougsan j. 
and this uetwork of systems will allow 
the Tokio Government, even though au 
immense hustile fleet is iu the son of 
Japan, to pour troops both into Mau- 
chutia aud towards the North-Eastern 
Corean frontier in absolute tranquillity, 
provided the Tsushima crossing is stroug- 
ly held and closely watebed. One must 
therefore be quite prepared to admit 
that the entire district of Ryongsan is of 
great strategical importance to the 
Japanese military authorities and that 
its acquisition isto be applied. But 
the mothods adopted are those which no 
sane administrators would for a moment 
countenance uuless they were anxior 
to provoke trouble. For what hi 
been done? ‘The people who live in 
this district. have been. ronghly gi 
notice to quit within a short time limit 
nothing has beon adequately explained to- 
them ; and as they have naturally hesi- 
tated to go, gendarmes have overseen 
their eviction and the staking ont of 
of therr land, 

Aud what compensation is being 
offered them? ‘The sum of Yen 200,000 or 
say £20,000 sterling the maximum which 
Mr. Megata is prepared to aequestrate 
from the Corean Treasury for a purpose 
which is no immediate cones of his. 
A committee of three, composml of a 
member of the Snpaneso Lwpation, a 
Jnpanese military otticer, aud the Corean 
Civil Governor of Seoul, is to subtivide 
this maguifiont sum amongst suveral 
housand people and then the affairs 
will be nominally ended.

His Lordship said there wore other 
accounts besides those put in. Counsel 
could aa for other: accounts Hf he wish.

Morris retired i defendants’ favour. 
He submitted that had the money been 
paid by the old or new company this'con- 
tract would liave stated so...

15,000; he did not put it'ns'a sot-of 
ho could not sno for a bonus. 

; ip ‘said that counsel was 
practically saying his damages iar nil. 

Counsel replied that Mr. Morris was 
sued for a certain amount of money and 
he put in ‘a connter-claim.  Suppos- 
ing A® were going to pay “B” £3,000 
and G prevented it, “B” could sue 
“0” for it, but not “A”. For. the 
Tis. 18,280 Messrs. Wheelock & Co, got 
vory good consideration indeed. If they’ 

































































[did not pay it they got something for 
nothing. It was clear that ‘he was pro- 
vented from being recommended a sum 
of Tls. 19,000. 

His Lordship roniarked that evidence 
called that day showed he would not have 
got the Tis. 10,000"as well'as Tis. 18,280. 
He would only “havo ‘got three months? 
notice or salary. 

Mr. Wilkinson’ claimed, finally. that 
he was entitled to a verdict, costs, and 
theee months’ salary.

Judgment, 

This is-an nection for deceit. Fraud 
has been alleged against the defendants, 
and it is the duty of the plaintiff under 
‘these circumstances to prove fraud. It 
is not enough for them to put one witness 
into the box and then fish amongst the 
witnesses for the other side for what they 
may find, because if I find there is only 
that one witness and there is strong 
evidence even of one witness on the other 
side, unless I had something to show that 
the witness for the other side was not 
telling the truth I should have to. find 
for defendants because the case would not 
have been proved. In this case, however, |> 
I wished to goon a little longer because 
a charge of fraud against a merchant of 
considerable position in Shanghai is a seri- 
‘ous one, and I thought defendant: were 
entitled not only to give their own ex- 
planation, but entitled also to have tho 
advantage of any other witnesses that 
might be called. 1 therefore heard Mr. 
McLeod, and I was so satisfied with his 
story that I am satisfied in my own mind 
there was on deceit on their part. The 
defendants were agents of this company 
the whole time, and as far as plaintiff was 
concerned in this caso he was liberally 
treated, and the Tis. 10,000 he now sues 
for is part of this Tls. 18,280, in fact 
represented by that, and that is the only 
sum plaintiff was even entitled to. I 
therefore give judgment for the defen- 
dants with costs.

Wit- 
ness held the man Brown until the arrival 
of the police and delivered him to the 
police. ‘This was in the hall of the hou: 

Detective-sergeant Brown gave evidence 
as to hearing that an Indian had been 
caught on the premises of No. 1, Love 
‘Lane, and on finding that the man had 
been arrested, together with two others, 
witness visited the Sinza Police Station, 
He cautioned the prisoners and_ then 
asked Harris what he had been doing in 
Love Lane, Harris replied that the 
prisoner Brown hed asked him to take 
him there.

Beyond that they asked the 
Court to say that the services rendered 
by the fire brigade had not been of that 
character which would entitle them to 
ake any claim against defendants, 

Mr. MoNeill said that, with regard to! 
Mr. Teosdale’s remarks about Mr. Leve- 
son, he hoped that no one when he went 
to render assistance would think how 
much he was going to get. ‘That was not 
the way in which people rendered 

stance to those in distress. Assist- 
ance in’ case like this would be given’ 
in the cause of humanity. That was the 
feeling which Courts endeavoured to 
encourage; not that people should first 
consider how much they were going to 

ot, but a goneral feeling in favour of 
rendering assistance. Mr. Teesdale | 
also said that the f th 
would not rehoisted his fire signals 
but for a serious outbreak. Captain 
Carlson did not agree. He thought the 
signals had been flying all night. Mr. 
‘Teesdale called Mr. Armistead a romancer, 
Counsel had- not found his evidence 
romantic. Anyhow counsel did not think 
ho suggested beaching with the idea that 
if the ship were beached she would be 
less likely to be burnt out. He had in 
mind the danger of her sinking in th 
fairway, and counsel was afraid his 
advice was not given entirely in the 
interest of the owners. He gave the 
a‘lvice with the idea of her being re- 
moved to some place where she might 
burn out without obstructing the chan- 
nel. 

In reply to Mr. Teesdale the Court 
id it did not require any statements as 
the value of the Perlak and her cargo. 
Mr. van Walree said he would like to| 
ask counsel a few questions. Plaintiffs 
had to prove they were entitled to com 
pensation. - Plaintifis were the Council 
for the International Settlements of| 
Shanghai, who were elected by the rate- 
payers. They came as plaintiffs and 
elalined for assistance pondered. It eed 
not, however, suggested that any of the 
Council were on board the Perlak or the 
fire-float. The fire-float was under the 
orders of the fire brigade, and was com- 
manded by the Chief Engineer. It 
happened that one or two of the firemen 
‘were paid servants of the Council, but at 
the time they were on board they were 
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not under the instructions of the Council P 

Mr, McNeill said that Mr. Parkhill was 
an employé of the Council, but at the 
time he was under the instractions of the 
Chief Engineer. 

. Van Walres quoted the constitu- 
tion of the brigade on the point of tho 
duties of the Chief Engineer. 

Mr. McNeill said it was Mr, Parkhill’s 
duty to be on board the float. 

‘Mr. yan Walree—Then the fire-float 
at that time was not under the control of 
the Council ? 

Mr. MoNeill—Mr. Parkill is’ the paid 
Aopartmental engineer, whose duty it is 
to be in charge of machinery of the fire- 














van Walree—I thought 
Bidwell was in charge of the float ? 

Mr. MeNoill—Mr. Bidwell was in 
charge; Mr. Parkhill had to go, It is 
part of Mr, Parkhill’s duties to go with 
the fire-float. Where ho is to go and 
what he has to do is for Mr. Bidwell to 
say. His really part of tho apparatus. 

Mr. van Walreo—Assuming the Council 
as such is entitled to compensation for 
sorvico rendered by the fire-float, placed 
for use in the hands of the fire brigade— 

Mr. MeNeill—With Mr, Parkhill in 
charge of the machinory— 

Mr. van Walree—In that case they 
would also be responsible if the fire- 
float did any damage ? 

Mr, MeNeill—1 should imagine s0. 

Mr. van Walroo—If for instance they 
sonttled the ship ? 

Mr. MoNeill—I imogino the Council 
would bo responsible. 

Mr. van Walreo—That is rathor 
important point. So far Mr, Loves: 
offers tho float without making tor 
In that case the property of the Council 
would be responsible in caso of any un- 
lawful action done by the firo-float ? 

Mr. McNoill—Not as’ rogards tho 
volunteor fire-brigade. If Mr. Parkhill 
nogligently handled the machinery so 
that somo one was blown up the Council 
would be responsible, I do not think 
the Council would be rosponsible for the 


























‘ad | actions of the volunteer firemen. 


Mr, van Walree—So you agree with 
me that if they are entitled to claim 
compensation they are also responsible 
for any damage dono. If,. for instance, 
a house was pulled down which it was 
not necessary to pull down ? 

Mr. MoNeill—I think in such case 
the Insurance Company would go for the 
firemen. Some of the appli belong 
to the companies. is quite 
different. If the float does any damage 
the Council is responsible, I think 
Council took a risk, if anything wont 
wrong. 

Mr. van Walree—If the float had done 
anything it ought not to have done it 
might have been dangerous. 

Mr. McNeill—In one case the firemen 
are responsible—in the other caso the 
float. The firemen who did the work 
of salvage were volunteers ; the property 
they did it with belongs to the Council. 
‘The float goes down under the control 
of the Council's engineer. Take the 
case of a.ship in distress, Some people 
wish to go out and rescue something. 
‘They borrow a boat. The man who lends 
that boat is entitled to compensation. 

‘Mr. van Walree—There is no regula- 
tion by which the Counoil is authorised 
to charge for the use of the fire-flont ? 

Mr. McNeill—No. 

Mr. van Walree—I have one question 
to ask you, Mr. Teesdale. Do you object 
to Mr. Bidwell being joined as an inter- 
ested party in-the case? 

This concluded the case except for the 
filing of the authority of the firemen sa 
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directed by the Court, which Mr. McNeill 
promised to have doue the following day.

"T noed not tall you 
these prisoners did not live long. When 
they died their feot were tied together 
with a straw rope. Ono of the und 
warders caught thie rope with an iro 
hook and the body of the prisoner was 
dragged out through # hole in the prison 
wall, Some charitable institution pro- 
vided a shell of a coffin; a couple of 
beggars wore given a fow cash to lug the 
coffin outside the city gato and deposit it 
close to the city wall. In tho night » 
troop of scavenger dogs gatherod round 
the flimsy box, and pushing and tugging 
at it, rolled it over, when it immodiately 
fell to pieces and—that’s the ond of the 
story.

A Deserved Punishment. 


We have received. memo: 
Ting Chén-to, Viceroy of the 
provinees, strongly denouncing the reck~ 
Jess conduct.of 8 deputy. sub-profect of 
Yiinnan province and asking that the 
said official be cashiored and banished to 
the. military post roads, where he should 
be put to severe hard labour in expiation 
of his conduct. It appears that in April 
Inst, when the Patang insurgents.on the 
Szechuan provincial borders started to 
make trouble, they also visited Atun, a 
Lolo hamlet’ belonging to Weibsi. sub- | 
prefecture, on the Yiinnan provincial 
frontier. The insurgents however did 
not remain long at Atun, for they were 
promptly driven across the borders by 
the Lolo inhabitants, ‘Then it was that 
the official accused in this. memorial, the 
deputy sub-prefect, Li Tsu-yu, suddenly 
arrived at Atun with a body of militia, 
apparently to. assist in. driving out the 
Patang insurgents The sccused official 
subsequently suddenly and unexpectedly 
caused one Ho Wén-yao, the Lolo lieu 
tevant of the hamlet, to be . executed, 
without causo, and extorted from the i 
habitants money and food for the militia 
and for himself. All this created great 
indignation amongst the inhabitants 
round about Atun and grave charge 
wore made by them against the leader of 
the militia, the accused official in ques 
tion, ‘This man then proceeded to lay 
tho blame on his secretary, one Wang Ju- 
hai, and his interpreter, Chao Ten-hsi, 
whom he accordingly caused to be also 
decapitated, ete. 

With reference to the above, the sug. 
gestion of the memorialist that tho 
accused official be merely cashiered and 
banished to the mi and 
put to severe hard labour, in punishment 
for his reckless conduct, is in our opis 
too light to fit his case of wantonjsacri- 
fice of innocent lives. We hereby cot 
mand the said deputy sub-prefect to. be 
cashiered and then summarily decapitat- 
ed as a warning to others.
